The l)ankruptcy at Minnoapulis, Minn., 
of a leading Arm of woolen manufactur- 
ers, which is describod as having boon 
regarded as one of tho stronxest and for(!- 
most concerns of Minneapolis, is the lat- 
est sacrifice to the bad judgment of our 
tariff-makers. It is very convenient and 
easy to explain such comraenual calami- 
ties as this by tho ready phra.se, "tho de- 
])rc'B3ion of tlie tunes," but a reference to 
revised Statutes will show that for every 
pound of th<3 raw uialorial worked up by 
theao woolen nianufacturera a protective 
tax of about forty tlve per oontnm wont 
to the Customs House, or rather into the 
pockets of tho wool producorH. Now, can 
any intelligent person supixi.se that if 
woolen manufactures had been forty-five 
per centum cheajjor tho doinaiid and c.nn- 
sumption would not have boon groat<T 
and the market bettor? In other words, 
tlie Minauapolis manufactory, and dozens 
like it, which of late have failed or sus- 
pnndod, in every ca»o throwing into tem- 
porary inipovorislnnent many honest and 
iianl working opcrativoH, might, lint for 
tho ini(iuitoiiH disoriniinativo tax, Imve 
maintained a vigorou.s and prulitablo 
trade. Tha result will strike observers as 
vi'ry odil protection 'for our industrial 
classes, and wiU give a bint which oifght 
not to be lost as to one of the most influ- 
ontial causes of hard times.

London, Aug. 25. — A special to the 
StiDidarit from Aloxinatz says General 
Tchernayoff attacked Aitsab at noon Wed- 
nesday. Twenty tliou.sanil battalions with 
two batteries of artillery passed through 
tho valley loading northeast of Aloxinatz 
to tho Turkish headquarters. The move- 
ment was diseovorod by tho Turks who 
went to meet tho column. The Turks 
held their ground although tho Servians 
wore Huporior in number. Tho losses of 
the Turks were heavy. Nearly all their 
officers were killed or wounded. The 
Sorvians fought under shelter of a forest 
but at six in the evening retreated to Al- 
exinatz. Their total loss was 100 killed 
and wounded. Tho Baity Newe dispatch 
from Belgrade says the Turks are gradu- 
ally forcing the Servian outposts back to 
the enlrouohments. 

The Quebec Loan— The~^^imes 
Opposes it. 

Globe Ijondon Office, Aug. 9. 
Tho Province of Quebec Loan wini 
issued to-day at 'J8A. The "Times" 
says: — "Tho London Joint Stock 
Bank, acting as the agents of the 
Merchant's Bank of Canada, invites 
subscriptions to a loan of X8GO,000. 
This is the Railway Loan of which so 
muoH w^' heard last yeu*, bat which 
could aoi then be floated on its merits; 
and that being so wo cannot but re- 
gret that an institution lil o the Joint 
Stock Bank has had anything to do 
with it, or with anything that savours 
of loan financing. Apart altogother 
from any question of rivalries in rail- 
way property, it is not in the interest 
of Canada that r money Hhouid 
bo borrowed here by her Pro- 
vincial Govermnents. Quebec at 
present is the only Province that 
has foreign loan funds existing — on 
£800,000 — quite as much as it can 
carry. There was a deficit on the 
local budget last year, wo believe, 
although tho Provincial Treasurer iu 
hia momoraudum does not state it, ho 
giving the income 'jonjy. if another 
£40,000 or £45,000 be added to tho 
yearly burdous that deficit cannot fail 
to incrGasQ, for the Province is ox- 
tremely poor, aud the 80ur<~es of rovonuo 
aro very few. Besides the contribution 
from the general taxation of the Bo- 
minion^ the fi^ef source of revenue is 
the sale of lands, buttha^ is likely to 
decrease rather than increase. Nothing 
can take its place but direct taxation, 
which can hardly, we believe, bo im- 
posed. If tho Province in determined 
to mako more railways, which, like 
tho^e it already has, cannot pay, why 
does it not use the available assets 
which its Treasurer claims to have ? 
Ho aays there ia u balance of saved 
inonev now in ilio Treasury in c^ash of 
?1 ,017,871. iMiiihcr, S;:'!, 000, (100 ia 
expected from the Dominion Govern- 
ment, as, the Province of Quebec's 
shardi of 'c4rt^in fesseta. ■ Let the Pro- 
vince use that money, and whatever 
savings it can scrape, ralhor than iiu - 
poHO a burden on its population of 
disastrous 8ev(!rity. Sovoral of our 
Colonies are threatening to got into 
serious difficulLiea by their over-oagor 
borrowing, and this Quebec Province 
threatens to head the list. We should 
bo doing it a great injury to give it the 
money." 

All tho olhor pagers merely notice 
tho issue of the loan'without comment, 
but the old.Qnebec loan, which yos- 
torday was 101, lias fallon to '.)7, owing 
to tho coinnionts of tho "Tiraos."

Fuit Seal Skins.— An effort is being 
made to establish in San Francisco 
the businesB of preparing the skins of 
the fur seal for market. Tho prepara- 
tion consists of three processes: First, 
plucking or pulling out the hair which 
projects beyond tho fur and bides it; 
second, the droasiug or shaving and 
tanning the akin; aud third, the dy- 
ing, by which the natural dirty light 
brown color of the fur is changed to n 
rich dark brown. Tbo preparation is 
now done in London, and wo aro told 
by those familiar with the business 
that the skill can bo obtained and the 
work might profitably be done here. 
The fur seal skins passing through 
San Francisco annually number about 
150,000, of which two-thirds come 
from the St. George and Ht. Paul Is- 
lands of Alaska, about a fourth from 
tiio Copper and Behring Islands, 
belonging to Kamschatka, and the 
remainder from Cape Platteiy and vi- 
cinity. These skins are now sent to 
London for proijaration at, the expense 
of 12^ per cent, for transmission, and 
after a delay of nearly a year many 
aro brought back to the United States 
at an exponao of 8 per cent., aud pay 
an import duty of 20 per cent., besides 
profits that range from 10 to 25 per 
cent. Tho average extra exponao of 
having the work for tho skina to bo 
used iu tho United States done in 
London is estimated to bo 50 per 
cent., aud it ia iu every case over 40 
per cent. Tho gross price paid for 
tho raw skins by tho ]']!iglish purohas- 
ora ia f 10 each and the sale price is 
|40 on the average, making an increase 
of $20 on tho akin, and of this lattor 
sum not more than one-fourth ia re- 
quired to pay for the plucking, droa- 
siug aud dyeing. Tho total gross 
yield of tho fur seal akius obtained 
from tbo North Pacific to the Ameri- 
can tradora is ?1, 500, 000 aud tho En- 
glish add $4,500,000 to the price be- 
fore they sell again. It has been as- 
serted that the process of dyeing the 
seal fur is a secret known to only one 
house in the world; but there is no 
truth iu that atatoniont. Mr. Adolph 
Aluellor, of thia city, has bIiowu us 
Hani])loa of his dyeing that compare 
favorably with the English. Tho pluck- 
ing aud droasiug may be slightly in- 
ferior, but these can bo improved. — 
S. F. Ifews Letter.
